The money thai ought to be kept at home for the expan­ 
sion of local trade and industry is sent away to distant cities, 
never to return. 
This life-blood of prosperity is permitted tv* ebb 
away, through the indifference or thoughtlessness of the very 
persons who should set an example of local pride and loyalty. 
A trifling saving here and there, usually more imaginary 
than real, is sufficient to cause the average citizen to forget his 
duty to his community and to himself, which if performed would 
mean more in the direction of local prosperity than all his other 
boosting effort put together. 
Why boost in one direction, while committing community 
suicide in another?
